REVISED CASE SCHEDULE

Plaintiffs Chong and MariLyn Yim, Kelly Lyles, Eileen, EEC, and the Rental Housing 
Association of Washington, along with Defendant City of Seattle, respectfully ask this Court to 
enter the Parties’ proposed amendments to the current schedule for the pending cross motions for 
summary judgment. 


I. INTRODUCTION 


On July 20, 2018, this Court granted the Parties’ stipulated motion to establish a summary 
judgment briefing schedule. Dkt. # 10. On August 23, 2018, this Court granted Pioneer Human 
Services and the Tenants Union of Washington leave to file an amicus curiae brief not to exceed 
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24 pages. Dkt. # 22 at 4. After those parties inquired about amicus curiae briefing deadlines, this 
Court ordered that amicus curiae briefs be filed by November 23, 2018. Dkt. # 25. Since then, 
several organizations have moved for leave to file amicus curiae briefs, see Dkt. # 26 and Dkt. 
# 28, and the Parties anticipate additional interested parties seeking leave to file. Both Parties 
therefore request that the Court adjust the current noting date and add a deadline for responses to 
amicus curiae briefs. 

II. STIPULATION 

The Parties agree that the noting date should be adjusted and a deadline established for 
Party responses to amicus curiae briefs. 

The Parties jointly propose that the Court move the noting date for the cross motions for 
summary judgment from January 11, 2019, to January 25, 2019, to allow for responses to amicus 
curiae briefs. 

The Parties propose that each Party be allowed to file a single consolidated response, not 
to exceed 30 pages, to amicus curiae briefs in support of the opposing side. The Parties agree that 
the deadline for consolidated response briefs should coincide with the noting date—January 25, 
2019. This will allow both Parties adequate time to complete summary judgment briefing before 
responding to amici without creating undue delay.
